buildings at the institution, was 
taken to the Riley hospital at In- 
dianapolis Friday afternoon for 
observation and examination. 


After physicians have observed 


his case he will be returned to 


i Rushville where a hearing will 


be held in the Rush circuit court 
next Friday morning. The youth 
was taken to the hospital by 
Sheriff Compton under regular 
court proceedings for committing 
juveniles to the Riley hospital for 
examination and treatment. 


Edward Kramer of Indianap- 


olis, who claimed he is the boy's 
guardian; Paul Stepples, his at- 
torney; L. A. CoVtner, superin- 
tendent of the State Home; Dr. 
E. I. Wooden, county health of- 
fiicer; Mrs. Cora Stewart, proba- 
tion officer; and other interest- 
ed persons conferred with Judge 
John A. Titsworth in the Rush 
circuit court Friday morning 
and the decision to send the boy 
to the Riley hospital came as a 
result of an agreement among all 
interested parties. 


The boy was brought to Rush- 


ville Thursday after he confessed 
to Mr. Cortner that he had -set 
fire to the horse barn at the 
Home Wednesday morning and 
also burned the cattle barn at' 
the institution the next morning. 
Loss as the result of the destruc- 
tion of both buildings approxi- 
mated $37,000, partly covered by 
insurance. 


The affidavit against young 


Shank filed by Prosecutor Stev- 
ens in juvenile court Friday was 
termed an affidavit for a delin- 
quent child who was guilty of 
arson. 


Young Shank told 
officers 


Thursday that his "conscience" 
made him set the two barns on 
fire in early-morning blazes. He 
confided to Deputy Ed Compton, 
the jailer, Thursday night that 
he conceived the idea of burning 
buildings at a moving picture 
show which he witnessed at In- 
dianapolis a few years ago. 


He said that hi the movie the 


man who set fire to the buildings 
was a hero and that he always 
wanted to be a hero. Boys are

Judge Craig granted the plain- 


iff's reguest for a new-trial in

The new trial motion was sus- 


ained, however, only as to the 
defendant railroad and was ov- 
erruled as to the defendant 
James. The railroad's prayer for 
an appeal to the appelate court 
was granted by Judge Craig and 
90 days given in which to file a 
bill of exceptions and 30 days 
given in which to file $500 bond.

The Christmas Seals campaign 


announced the first report today 
with a total of $59.55 being sub- 
scribed for heath bonds and the 
Penny stickers. The sale is being 
sponsored by the Psi Iota Xi sor- 
ority, and 75 percent of . .the 
money-in the first $1,500 is kept 
here* at home and is used by the' 
Woman's Council in their activi- 
ties. 


The Woman's Council, which 


also sponsors the visiting nurse, 
will use the money derived from 
the seals~sales in furthering their 
work throughout next year. The 
report of the visiting nurse for 
the year that ended September 
30, reveals much activity. 


For the period she reports 1,657 


calls with bedside care, assisted 
with school examinations -and 
re-weighed and measured school 
children in September 1929, to- 
talling 1,315 such visits. The 
nurse also gave health talks to 
each room once a month. 


She also made 15 visits during 


the year with patients for either 
the Long or Riley hospital in In- 
dianapolis. She also participated 
in seven tuberculosis clinics con- 
ducted by the Woman's" council 
during the year, and a total of 
144 suspects and patients were 
examined. 


The nurse in her report for the 


year also shows that she made 
100 follow up calls after the clin- 
ics, and 84 school calls. The 
Woman's Council maintains four 
open air houses for tubercular 
patients and these are under the 
supervision of the nurse. Another 
big item during the year^as the 
Public Health Crusade cam- 
paign conducted by the schools, 
and with the necessary supplies 
being furnished by the council.
